I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1971 • 


The  population,  based  on  the  1971  Census,  is  84lO, 
an  increase  of  110  on  last  year’s  estimate© 


The  Birth  Rate  shows  an  increase  from  13**'  to  l6*0 
per  thousand  population.  The  provisional  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  is  l6©0© 


The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  is  10 «1  per  thousand 
compared  with  11«6  for  Engian(}  and  Wales,  and  practically  the 
same  as  last  year© 


The  Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  1  year  at  21 
thousand  live  births  compares  with  the  figure  of  l8  for  England 
an d  Wales©  This  figure  actually  represent  only  three  deaths, 
all  due  to  causes  operating  before  birth© 


The  chief  causes  of  death  in  the  general  community 
were  heart  disease,  malignant  disease  and  strokes  in  that  order, 
mainly  in  the  elderly© 


Continued®  ©  ® 
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Apart  from  two  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis 
there  were  no  notifications  of  infectious  disease •  The  total 
number  of  oases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  12,  most  of  these  being  of  long  standing.  No 
new  cases  were  notified. 


I  am  grateful  for  Mr.  Fletcher  for  the  preparation 
of  the  sections  of  the  Report  dealing  with  matters  falling 
into  his  purview.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


During  the  year  one  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
vas  added  to  the  Register.  There  were  twelve  cases,  ten 
pulmonary  and  two  non  pulmonary  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 


There  is  free  co-operation  between  the  local  authority 
and  the  Chest  Pysician,  and  every  assistance  is  given  in  the 
ascertainment  of  contacts,  rehousing  and  employment. 


A  special  clinic  for  contacts  has  been  working  very 
satisfactorily  and  general  practitioners  have  availed  themselves 
fully  of  X-Ray  facilities. 

The  addition  to  the  register  is  not  a  new  case,  but  the 
transfer  into  the  district  of  a  case®

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  Loughborough  General 
Hospital  and  is  under  the  Hospital  Board. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


The  Ambulance  Service  through  out  Leicestershire  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council  from  eight ambulance  stations. 

The  whole  fleet  is  equipped  with  two-way  radio  communication  and 
all  ambulance  movements  are  controlled  from  the  ambulance 
headquarters  in  Leicester. 


The  Ambulance  Service  for  the  area  of  Shepshed  Urban 
District  is  provided  from  the  Loughborogh  Ambulance  Station, 
where  five  ambulances  and  three  dual  purpose  vehicles  are  based. 


A  twenty  four  hour  service  is  provided. 


Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by  ambulances  provided 
by  the  National  Coal  Board  stationed  at  Nailstone  Colliery  and 
Moira. 
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nursing  in  the  home 


All  District  Nursing  and  Midwifery  in  the  home  is 
carried  out  under  the  County  Council. 


HEALTH  VISITING 


The  work  is  very  efficiently  carried  out  under  the 
County  Council.  A  Diabetic  Health  Visitor  attends  the  Diabetic 
Clinic  at  Leicester  loyal  Infirmary,  and  visits  the  patients 
in  their  homes  on  request. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


This  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  health  Laboratory 
Isolation  Hospital,  Groby  Road,  Leicester. 


Generally  there  is  co-operation  between  the  Local 
Authority  and  services  provided,  by  Executive  Council,  and  the 
Hospital  Board,  and  the  tendancy  is  towards  closer  integration. 


MEALS  ON  WHEELS 


This  service  supplies  twenty-two  people  with  meals 
twice  weekly.

In  a  predominantly  open  area  such  as  Shepshed,  with 
little  high  density  housing,  it  is  felt  that  there  is  little 
need  for  using  compulsory  powers  to  control  the  emission  of 
domestic  smoke* 


However  the  Authority  is  taking  a  lead  in  the  direction 
of  reducing  domestic  pollution  by  the  installation  of  gas 
central  heating  in  Council  properties,  subject  to  improvement 
schemes*  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  the 
majority  of  our  Council  houses  will  be  'non-smokers’* 


Domestic  pollution  generally  is  showing  a  downward  trend 
due  to  the  greater  use  of  smokeless  fuels  and  the  increasing 
popularity  of  central  heating  systems*  This  will  obviously  mean 
that  the  general  atmosphere  in  the  town  will  be  improved  during 
the  winter  months,  and  eventually,  one  hopes,  even  during  the 
worst  periods,  the  atmosphere  will  be  relatively  free  from  pollution© 


Adequate  statutory  control  exists  for  the  control  of 
smoke,  grit  and  fumes  from  industrial  premises*  During  the  year 
thirty  two  visits  and  observations  were  dealt  with,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  record  that  at  no  time  was  it  found  necessary  to 
resort  to  statutory  proceedings*  an  informal  approach  and  discussion 
being  all  that  was  necessary  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Act©
